in the negotiations terminating the 
war with Spain occurred 'Monday, when 
Secretary Hay paid to the French am- 
bassador, Mr. Cambon, the $20,000,000 
provided by the treaty of peace . for 
the cession of'the Philippines. 
The 


payment- was made in four treasury 
warrants of $5,000,000 each and was 
receipted for by Mr. Cambon as com- 
pletely liquidating the obligation o£ 
the United States in- this connection. 


The ambassador deposited the $20,- 


000,000 in the Riggs National bank of 
this city -and the cashing of the war- 
rants is expected to be made later 
through the City National bank of 
New York.. The Spanish government 
was notified by cable of the payment, 
•but nothing -will be done as to for- 
warding funds to Europe until Spain 
directs the exact course to lie pursued. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 


Vanderlip Monday handed to Secretary 
H-ay 
the drafts for $20,000,000, to be 


turned over to the Spanish govern- 
ment through Ambassador Cambon. 
The state 'department at once 
sent, 


word to the French ambassador that 
the warrants were in han-d, and would 
be. turned o.ver to him at any time. 
Shortly before 11 o'clock Mr. Cambon 
strolled over to the .department. He 
was alone and no extra precaution was 
taken to. guard the.transfer of such a 
large amount. Secretary Hay received 
the ambassador in the diplomatic- 
room, where- the transfer took place 
with little formality. 


The ambassador handed Secretary 


Hay a forma.l receipt, which had been 
already prepared. • 


After receiving, the $20,000,000 Mr. 


Cambon folded the four warrants and 
put them in his card case. 
He and 


Secretary Hay chatted over the speedy 
restoration of .diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Spain, 
for this payment marked the very last- 
step of the war negotiations. 


Mr. Hay desired to know when the 


duke d'Arcos would arrive in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Cambon said he ' thought 
the Spanish minister would come in 
about two or three weeks, still he was 
not certain of this, and he said this 
had been left largely to the duke's 
personal convenience. 


A cable notification, was 
sent' to 


Madrid concerning the payment and 
preparations made for having the war- 
rants paid and the funds forwarded.

SHIPBUILDING AND IRO 


flow fliB ntetal First Came to J3o Use. 
. . 
lln Xnutlcal Construction. 


The story oi! the use of iron as a 


material for the construction of ships 
is full of interest. Iron was long ago 
'used experimentally for building boats; 
several references to these crude at- 
tempts wi.ll be found in the annual reg- 
ister o£ last century. Grantham quotes 
from a publication dated July 28, 17S7. 
The write'r says: '"A-few days ago a 
boat built of English iron by J. Wilki- 
son, Esq., of Bradley Forge came up 
our canal of this town, loaded with 22 
tons and 15 hundred weight of its own 
metal, etc. It is nearly of equal di- 
mensions with other boats employed 
upon the canal, being 70 feet long and 
6 feet 8% inches wide; the thickness 
of the plates with which it is'1 made 
is about flxe-sixteenths of an inch, and 
It is put together witli rivets, like cop- 
per or fire engine boilers, but the 
stem and stern posts are wood and 
the gunwale ' lined 
witli the 
same; 


the beams are made of elm planks. 
"Her weight is about eight tons; she 
wil carry, in deep\yater, upward of 
32 tons, and draws eight or nine inches 
of water when light." It is extraordi- 
nary that such hints as these should 
have fallen dead.
